S.0.908(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 102 of the Wakf Act/1995 (43 of ^ 

1995), the Central Government hereby approves the scheme 
of division of the existing State Wakf Boards in Uttar 
Pradesh, duly framed and approved by the State 

Governments of Uttar Pradesh and Uttaranchal and 
forwarded to it under sub-section (1) thereof, by the 

said State Governments for approval, and gives effect to 
the scheme so approved by making the following 
Order,namely:- 

(a) The existing Uttar Pradesh Sta^e Shia and Sunni 
Wakf Boards shall be dissolved and both the 
State Governments of Uttar Pradesh and 

Uttaranchal shall constitute their own State 
Wakf Boards as per the provisions contained in 

sections 13 and 14 of the Wakf Act, 1995 and 

the re-constituted Boards shall have . 

jurisdiction over the areas falling in the 

respective States of Uttar Pradesh and 

Uttaranchal;

The State Wakf Board of Uttaranchal shall have 
the jurisdiction and control over 2032 Sunni 
and 21 Shia wakf properties falling within the 
State of Uttaranchal. Similarly, the State 
Wakf Boards of Uttar Pradesh shall have 
jurisdiction and control over the wakf 
properties falling within the State of Uttar 
Pradesh. Further, all other assets, moneys and 
liabilities of the existing Wakf Boards of 
Uttar Pradesh shall be deemed to be the assets, 
moneys and liabilities of the respective State 
Wakf Boards in which they existed as on the 
date of division of the State of Uttar Pradesh; 

In respect of such Sunni wakfs falling in the 
districts of Bulandshahr and Bijnaur of Uttar 
Pradesh, as having the same Mutawalli but the 
properties being in both the States, the local 
Wakf Board shall have the control over the 
properties falling within its jurisdiction. 
The concerned Mutawallis shall submit separate 
budget proposals to both the Wakf Boards in 
respect of the properties falling in their 
respective jurisdiction and shall collect and 
deposit the 7% contribution under section 72 of 
the wakf Act, 1995 with the respective State 
.Wakf Boards separately. If ne w Mutawallis are 
required to be appointed after re-constitution 
of the State Wakf Boards of Uttar Pradesh and 
Uttaranchal in respect of such wakfs, then 
separate Mutawallis shall be appointed by the 
respective Wakf Boards in respect of properties 

of such wakf situated in their respective 
jurisdiction;

within three months from the date of this Order 
failing which the State Government of 
Uttaranchal shall make such payment from its 
own resources within one month after the expiry 
of the above period of three months; 

(f) All the files and documents pertaining to Shia 
and Sunni Wakf properties falling in the State 
of Uttaranchal shall be transferred to the 
State Wakf Board of Uttaranchal by the Uttar 
Pradesh State Shia and Sunni Wakf Boards, and 
the Uttaranchal Wakf Board shall take necessary 
action for substitution of Uttaranchal Wakf 
Board in place of the Uttar Pradesh Wakf Boards 
in respect of suits and proceedings pending in 
various courts? 

(g) All files pertaining to action against 
Mutawallis of wakf properties falling in the 
State of Uttaranchal shall be^ transferred to 
the Uttaranchal Wakf Board and if any such 
Mutawalli is looking after wakf properties 
falling in both States, then action against 
such Mutawalli under section 64 of Wakf Act, 
1995 shall be taken by the Wakf Board in whose 
jurisdiction the property in respect of ‘which 
the proceeding is pending is located? 

(h) All matters not covered by this Order shall be 
decided 1 * by the State Governments of Uttar 
Pradesh and Uttaranchal by mutual discussion 
and in case of disagreement on any issue, the 
matter shall be referred by the said State 
Governments to the Central Government and the 
decision of the Central Government shall be 
binding. 

2. This Order shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.
